Carter stampedes; Ford, Reagan standoff

Jimmy Carter, moving quickly to wrap up a first ballot presidential nomina­ 
tion, today got backing and possibly enough delegates to win from Gov. George 
Wallace of Alabama and Mayor Richard Daley of Chicago. 
Ending the longest primary season, Carter’s smashing victory in Ohio Tues­ 
day brought him to the brink of the Democratic nomination. On the GOP side, 
President Ford and Ronald Reagan battled to a virtual standoff, Ford winning 
Ohio and New Jersey and Reagan drubbing him in California. 
Wallace, who won 168 delegates in primaries and party conventions, an­ 
nounced in Montgomery he would release his support atid urge the delegates to 
vote for Carter at the Democratic convention next month in New York. 
Daley, the Midwest kingmaker who controls up to IOO of the Illinois delega­ 
tion votes, gave the former Georgia governor his personal endorsement today. 
A Daley aide said Carter’s Ohio victory Tuesday was “ the ballgame.’’ 
Carter himself said he had talked with Sen. Henry Jackson of Washington, 


who held 248 delegates and “ I have no doubt he w ill support me.” 
If all the delegates held or controlled by Wallace, Jackson and Daley went to 
Carter, he would be more than IOO over the 1,505 votes needed for the nomina­ 
tion. 
Wallace predicted his support would shove Carter to a first ballot win and 
said the Georgian appeared to be “ the choice of the people.” 
Here was the state-by-state summary of Tuesday’s voting at IO a.m. PDT: 
— California: Reagan was drubbing Ford 1,482,391 to 775,856 — 66 to 34 per 
cent — with 97 per cent of the precincts counted. Reagan won all 167 GOP 
delegates. With 98 per cent of the Democratic precincts counted, Brown had 
1,964,082, or 59 per cent, to Carter’s 680,931, or 20 per cent. Brown also led in 
delegates 204 to 67. 
— Ohio: With 95 per cent of the precincts counted, Ford led Reagan 495,170 to 
403,477 — 55 to 45 per cent. In the race for the state’s 97 GOP delegates, Ford 
had 94, Reagan 3. Carter overwhelmed his liberal opposition, getting 568,078 to, 


230,014 for Udall and 151,992 for Frank Church. With his 52 per cent of the vote, 
Carter led for 126 Ohio delegates, Udall for 20. 
— New Jersey: Ford was unopposed in the popular vote, and although the 
state’s 67 GOP delegates are officially uncommitted, the President is expect­ 
ed to get most of them. With 99 per cent of the precincts counted, Carter ran 
away with 57 per cent of the popular vote, getting 203,159 to 66,419 for Church. 
But a slate of uncommitteds favorable to Brown and Humphrey got 80 
delegates chosen, Carter only 24. 


The apparent stampede for Carter was set off by his smashing primary vic­ 
tory in Ohio and his popular vote win in New Jersey Tuesday. 


The 51-year-old Georgian, winner of 18 primaries in 31 campaigns since 
February, was trounced by late-starting Gov. Edmund Brown Jr. in California 
and lost to a slate of uncommitted delegates in New Jersey, but the final 
primaries brought Carter to within 383 votes of the winning total.

Supervisorial position 
to be decided in November

LOS ANGELES (U P I) — Democrat 
Sen. John V. Tunney clobbered one-time 
antiwar radical Tom Hayden Tuesday 
while feisty semanticist S I. Hayakawa 
won the Republican nomination in his 
first bid for public office. 
Hayden, a Chicago Seven defendant 
whose campaign was bankrolled heavily 
by his wife, actress Jane Fonda, gave 
Tunney the political scare of his life in 
the bitterly fought contest. But he lost by 
a 3-2 margin. 


Hayakawa. who gained national atten­ 
tion in the 1960s for squelching campus 
riots, overcame three major challengers 
by a surprisingly large spread. The 69- 
year-old retired San Francisco State 
University president switched to the 
Republican party only two years ago. 


He upset former Health, Education 
and Welfare Secretary Robert H. Finch, 
who campaigned for two years; eight- 
term Rep. Alphonzo Bell, and former Lt. 
Gov. John Harmer. 
With 74 per cent of the precincts 
reporting, Tunney won renomination by 
amassing 1,271,483 votes to Hayden’s 


863,573 or a margin of 60 to 40 per cent. 
The GOP results were: Hayakawa 
786,453 votes or 47 per cent; Finch 
413,965 votes or 24 per cent; Bell 356,315 
votes or 21 per cent; and Harmer 135,694 
votes or 8 per cent. 


Hayakawa, grasping his famous red- 
and-green plaid hat — a tam-o’-shanter 
— told reporters he wished Tunney had 
lost because he had encountered “ people 
like Hayden before and I ’ve clobbered 
them.” 


While Hayden was leading demonstra­ 
tions against the Vietnam w ar, 
Hayakawa was quelling protests in­ 
cluding one incident Dec. 2, 1968, when 
he climbed atop a rioters’ sound truck 
and ripped out the wires to silence them. 
He was wearing his beret-like cap during 
the confrontation and it became the sym­ 
bol of his Senate campaign. 
Hayakawa won by capturing huge 
margins in Northern California and 
holding his own in Southern California, 
the political bases of Bell and Finch. 
A jubilant Tunney, 42, acknowledged 
that he “ underestimated Hayden’s ap­ 


peal” and hoped his left-wing supporters 
would vote in November to “ keep a 
progressive, Democratic voice in the 
U S Senate ” 
Hayden, 36, called it an "empty vic­ 
tory” for Tunney and announced he “ w ill 
be available to run again when the oppor­ 
tunity presents itself.” 
“ This movement, this campaign was a 
victory from the very day that we 
began,” Hayden declared. “ I am the 
senator for one million Democratic 
voters in the State of California Now we 
have to find some way to give them 
representation.” 
During the Chicago conspiracy trial 
stemming from riots outside the 1968 
Democratic national convention, Judge 
Julius Hoffman (Mice told Hayden, “ You 
know, a smart young fellow like you 
could do aw fully well under this 
system.” 
His conviction was reversed on appeal, 
he changed his mind about elections be­ 
ing a hoax and established himself as a 
potent force in California politics with 
his strong showing Tuesday in his first 
run for office. 
Prop. 1 5 defeated; bingo wins 


LOS ANG ELES (U P I) - California 
voters Tuesday rejected 2-to-1 a con­ 
troversial proposition to place new 
safety restrictions on nuclear power 
plants and overwhelmingly approved a 
measure legalizing bingo for charitable 
purposes. 
Supporters blamed the defeat of Prop. 
IS on a well-financed campaign by big 
utilities and oil companies and said it 
was only the first round in their attempts 
to curb the “ expensive and catastrophic 
risks” of nuclear power. 
Ralph Nader, an active proponent of 
the measure, said, “ The multimillion 
dollar campaign of the utilities, oil and 
nuclear companies to spread grossly dis­ 
torted and inaccurate information (Hi 
Proposition 15 prevailed this time.” 
But People’s Lobby, a sponsor of the 
initiative, claimed a partial victory, say­ 
ing that the proposition forced quick 
legislative passage of three nuclear 
safeguard bills signed by Gov. Edmund 
G. Brown Jr. last week 
With 88 per cent of the vote counted, 66 
per cent voted no and 34 per cent yes 
Two propositions carrying out Brown’s 
program to end “ special privileges of the 


few” passed easily. Prop. 5 lowered 
from two-thirds to a simple majority the 
legislature’s vote to increase taxes paid 
by banks, corporations and insurance 
companies. 
The second, Prop. 6, did away with a 
tax break enjoyed by insurance com­ 
panies with home offices based in 
California. The companies had been 
allowed a full-property tax credit against 
their state tax bills. 
Both measures passed by better than 3- 
to-2 margins 
The bingo initiative, which gathered 70 
per cent of the vote, wiped out a 97-year- 
old constitutipnal provision that 
prohibited bingo games for prizes. Hie 
measure was heavily supported by 
church organizations, senior citizens and 
police organizations. 
Opponents said the initiative, if pas­ 
sed, would invite organized crime into 
California. 
Brown earlier signed into law regula­ 
tions to accompany the ballot proposal. 
The guidelines include provisions that 
bingo games for charity must be open to 
the public and operators can’t receive 
pay. 


Voters turned down measures (Props. 
I and 4) which would have authorized 
3350 million in bonds for public school 
remodeling or replacement of buildings 
30 years or older and assistance to com­ 
munity colleges to buy equipment, buy 
sites and construct buildings. 
At the same time, voters approved 
Prop. 2, which authorized a $500 million 
bond issue to provide veterans home and 
farm loans. Prop. 3, also approved, 
authorized a $175 milton bond issue for 
construction and improvement of 
domestic water systems. Both won by 
sizeable margins. 
Voters also passed Prop. 13, aimed at 
helping the elderly on fixed incomes by 
permitting the legislature to allow them 
to defer property taxes. The taxes would 
be collected later when the home was 
sold by the owner or through his estate. 
Other propositions; 
— Prop. 14 continues the revision of 
the state constitution by deleting, 
transferring and consolidating items 
with nonsubstantial changes. 
— Prop 8, which would allow the state 
to deposit money in savings and loans, 
also won overwhelming approval

Lilley thanked the 4,206 who voted for 
him and said that he believed “ we ran a 
clean campaign, sticking to the issues 
and I look forward to continue to expose 
the real issues of the campaign for suc­ 
cess in November.” 


approves 
'76-77 budget

Trustees of Lompoc Unified School 
D istrict last night approved the 
preliminary version of the 1976-’77 fiscal 
budget, after first approving some revi­ 
sions that included funds for a soccer 
program. 
Included in the revisions were salaries 
of 3496 each for varsity soccer coaches at 
Lompoc and Cabrillo high schools and 
$1,366 for equipment and supplies at each 
of the two schools. 
The inclusion of the soccer funds on the 
list of revisions was the first public in­ 
dication that the school board was going 
ahead to implement a soccer program in 
the fa ll. During previous board 
meetings, the discussion of the program 
revealed that there was apathy toward 
the program if not outright opposition at 
the school administrative level. It was 
trustee Karl Braun who turned the trend 
around and insisted on reconsideration of 
the soccer program as proposed by a 
citizens group. 
There was no mention of all this last 
night. Trustee and board chairman 
Richard K. Jacoby told this reporter 
privately that the board and the ad­ 
ministration were not going to make any 
announcement because they wanted to 
maintain a “ low profile” on the question. 
This reporter had sought some an­ 
nouncement 
In other action, the trustees: 


— Approved a policy statement outlin­ 
ing their concurrence with a phasing in 
of the Ea rly Childhood Education 
program in each school and the naming 
of a parents’ EC E committee in each 
elementary school. 
— Approved spending a total of $17,500 
to improve dressing room facilities at 
the two high schools. 


— Approved a recommendation for the 
hiring of a food service consultant and an 
architect to draw plans for a central 
kitchen facility in order to comply with 
law requiring the feeding of needy 
children beginning in September 1977. 


Hie county of Santa Barbara had a 73.2 
per cent voter turn-out with 100,521 
voting out of 137,403 registered. The 
fourth district had a 74.4 per cent tur­ 
nout. 


In other supervisorial contests, 
William Wallace, a veterinarian from 
Isla Vista, was elected third district 
supervisor polling 12,004 votes to his 
nearest challenger, William Farnum 
who gathered 3,839. In the first district, a 
run-off election will decide the position 
between Santa Barbara City Councilman 
Leon Martinez and David Yeager. Mar­ 
tinez polled 5,547 and Yeager, 5,311. 


A run-off election is also scheduled for 
the office of Superior Court Judge No. I. 
Incumbent presiding judge, Floyd 
Dodson, w ill meet Bruce Dodds of the 
county counsel’s office. Dodson had 
36,231 votes to Dodds’ 34,121. Attorney 
James Oppen polled 17,028. 
A run-off is also due for the post of 
Solvang Justice Court between attorneys 
Zel Canter and Rick Brown. Canter had 
1,463 votes to Brown’s 1,315. 
Winners of three seats on the 
Democratic Central Committee were 
Paul Comer, 3,113, Mike Palmer, 2,921 
and Domenico Signorelli, 3,597. Marla 
King polled 2,712. 
Lompoc Judicial District Marshal 
Walter Livingston, running unopposed, 
gained 7,873 votes. 
In congressional contests, Republican 
Robert Lagomarsino running unopposed 
for his party’s nomination polled 35,955 
while Dan Sisson, Democratic nominee 
running unopposed gathered 37,875 votes. 
Republican Assembly nominee Ray 


Saucedo, running unopposed, captured 
28,417 votes, incumbent Democratic As­ 
semblyman Gary Hart, also running un­ 
opposed, polled 41,896 ballots. 
Countywide voters went heavy for 
former Governor Ronald Reagan in the 
Republican presidential primary giving 
Reagan 26,144 votes to incumbent Presi­ 
dent Gerald Ford’s 13,841. Governor 
Brown was also heavily supported by 
Santa Barbara County over his rivals, 
gathering 30,461 ballots. Jimmy Carter 
had 9,310, Morris Udall, 5,730, Frank 
Church, 2,521, George Wallace, 1,054, 
Henry Jackson, 357, McCormack, 484, 
Frank Harris, 226 and Birch Bayh, 106. 
Santa Barbara County also favored 
Tom Hayden over John Tunney but Tun­ 
ney captured the nomination. The County 
Democrats voted 25,393 for Hayden and 
21,568 for Tunney. On the Republican 
side, the county voters went for S.I. 
Hayakawa who captured the party 
nomination to face Tunney in the 
November ballot. Hayakawa received 
13,681 votes. Robert Finch gathered 
10,500; Alphonzo Bell, 10,194; John 
Harmer, 3,207.

City ambulance operator 
raps cutting of subsidy

The elimination of the county’s am­ 
bulance subsidy as ordered by the Board 
of Supervisors, poses a threat to resi­ 
dents of Santa Ynez-Lompoc valleys, the 
Lompoc operator said today. 
Ken Kelley, who has operated the am­ 
bulance service in Lompoc Valley for IO 
years, said the elimination of the subsidy 
— Kelley gets $2,000 a month — will 
force him to cut back his service to one 
ambulance instead of the two he present­ 
ly operates. 
The cutback also would trigger an in­ 
crease in rates from the base of $40 and 
$2 a mile to a base of $75 and $3 a mile, he 
said. 
. But worse than all these consequences, 
Kelley said, is the probability that the 
Lompoc area would be without am­ 
bulance service during times when the

single ambulance was transferring 
patients to hospitals in other areas. 
Kelley said he makes from two to four 
trips a week to transfer patients to 
hospitals in Santa Maria, Goleta or Santa 
Barbara. Most patients with severe head 
injuries, for example, are transferred to 
other hospitals. There would be gaps of 
three to eight hours at a time when such 
trips would leave Lompoc without ser­ 
vice, at least from his ambulance. 
Kelley said he makes 45 to 50 trips a 
month and that it would take 160 trips a 
month to defray the $5,000 cost of 
operating an ambulance 24 hours a day 
without the subsidy.

Go ahead and write out a last 
will and testament, but that 
doesn’t mean your wishes will 
always be honored. 
Paul L. Braucher, of the 
county clerk’s office in Santa 
Maria where about 20 wills a 
month are filed, recalled 
recently that one decedent 
wanted his body put in a gunny 
sack and buried on his property. 
A frugal man to the end, the 
decedent didn’t want his 
reputation spoiled by a lavish 
funeral and burial. The probate 
court, however, had the man in­ 
terred at the lowest possible 
cost in a cemetery. 
Braucher explained. "It is 
against the law to be buried on 
your property." 
Maybe you want to be buried 
in a plush cemetery with a com­ 
fortable and ornate coffin, but, 
you want to leave your property 
to the son of your second 
marriage and not a penny to the 
two children from a best forgot­ 
ten liaison. 
Well, you can do that; only 
you’d better disinherit them in 
the will. If you fail to do so. they 
can claim their intestate share 
of the estate. 
Under those circumstances, 
the unwelcome offspring "have 
a right to take a portion of his 
property" and the probate 
court will see they do, said 
Braucher, the chief deputy 
county clerk. 
It is because of the aforemen- 
tioned 
ex am p les 
th a t 
Braucher’s only advice to 
someone considering writing a 
will is to see a lawyer. 
"I’ll tell you why," he con­ 
tinued "You can get a will 
form, but at best it is a guide. 
But if your property is exten­ 
sive or fairly extensive, there 
are a lot of things you should be 
considering that are not men­ 
tioned in a stationery store 
will." 
Wills of the north county are 
filed at the Santa Maria county 
clerk’s office and must be done 
so within 30 days after the dece­ 
dent dies Each month the of­ 
fice re c e iv e s so m any 
holographic testaments, some 
as brief as a paragraph 
Sometimes they are well­ 
worn and must have been 
secured in the decedent's wallet 
for years. 
Holographic wills are the 
handwritten type They must be 
completely handwritten — not 
typed in part — or they will not 
be accepted in probate court ex­ 
cept as evidence of how the 
decedent may have wanted his 
property disposed of. 
Most wills are "witnessed 
wills" — the typewritten jobs 
with two witnesses present and 
drawn up by an attorney 
The minimum fee is $20, said 
one local lawyer 
A w ill‘may be filed for 


probate court or safekeeping. If 
the decedent has property of 
some worth and it is to be split 
between several persons, the 
testament may be required to 
go through probate. 
If the decedent’s property 
was owned in joint tenancy with 
his wife, the will is usually filed 
for safekeeping. 
Also, reported Braucher. a 
will is filed for safekeeping 
when the decedent’s property is 
insignificant. For example, he 
leaves a box of tools and some 
old clothes. 
"Stuff, when you look at it. 
even the Salvation Army won’t 
take." he remarked. 
Regardless how the docu­ 
ment is filed, it costs $45. If the 
will is going through probate, 
there is the added cost of adver­ 
tising the upcoming probate in 
the newspaper.

Reassurance that the three 
dams on the Santa Ynez River 
system show no hint of 
problems that caused the 
collapse of the Teton Dam in 
Idaho was given Tuesday by 
state and federal authorities 
who monitor the dams. 
Bradbury Dam, which holds 
back the waters of Lake 
Ca ch uma, has shown no inclina­ 
tion to leak, and full-time 
caretaker scrutiny is given the 
big rock and earth-filled struc­ 
ture which provides drinking 
and irrigation water for the 
South Coast and Santa Ynez 
Valley areas. 
“It is under constant sur­ 
veillance," said a U S Bureau 
of Reclamation official, who 
emphasized there was “no 
cause for concern" even though 
the Bradbury Dam was built of 
the same basic materials. The 
foundation materials of the 
Bradbury Dam are different 
and provide full safety, it was 
explained. 
The up-stream Gibraltar and 
Juncal dams also pose no 
current worries of any kind, ac­ 
cording to State Department of 
Water Resources authorities 
who monitor the smaller dams. 
The Gibraltar and Juncal 
dams are mostly of concrete 
construction. Juncal Dam is a 
project of the Montecito County 
Water District and Gibraltar 
Dam is a Santa Barbara city un­ 
dertaking. The Bradbury Dam, 
like the Teton Dam, was built 
by the Federal government.

Coastal panel staff recommends 
denial of Summerland project 


The staff of the State Coastal 
Commission is recommending 
denial of a permit for the 
proposed 36-unit condominium 
project at 2690 Via Real, Sum­ 
merland. 
In recommending rejection of 
the permit approved by the 
South Central Coast Regional 
Commission, the state commis­ 
sion staff found that the project 
site represented an “intrusion 
of residential development 
beyond the immediate confines 
of the developed center of Sum­ 
merland" and “would adverse­ 
ly affect agricultural uses of 
neighboring lands” ; although 
the site itself “ is not im­ 
m ed ia te ly 
usable 
for 
agriculture.’’ 
The report stressed that the 
“mandate of the Coastal Act for 
orderly, balanced utilization and 
preservation of coastal zone 
resources would dictate that 
land such as the project site be 
used for greenhouses, allowing 
the preservation of prime soils 
for agricultural uses that make 
use of this resource." 
The staff report was issued 
following a hearing of the state 
body May 19 in Burlingame dur­ 
ing which testimony against the 
project of Scott L. Glenn and 
Richard D. Bourgerie was 
given by Harwood A. White 
Jr., chairman of the County 
Planning Commission, and one 
of four appellants in the case. 
Prime arguments cited by 
White appeared to have gotten 
support of the state commission 
staff concerning the asserted 
threat to the agricultural area 
and the position taken the con­ 
dominium project would be a 
so-called 
“ step-out 
development" apart from the 
town urban area. 
At the hearing, Ronald Cook, 
attorney for the developers, 
countered with claims the site 
was within a few minutes walk­ 
ing distance of the town center, 
was within the water and sewer 
service districts of Sum­ 
merland, and represented hous­ 
ing that was eagerly sought for 
by moderate-income persons. 
Appraised of the staff recom­ 
mendation for denial Glenn, a 
member of the 1975-76 County 
Grand Jury which is still in ses­ 
sion, pointed out the property is 
zoned for design residential 


development. 
He said he felt it was inap­ 
propriate for the staff to 
suggest that the property now 
be used for greenhouse 
agricultural development, ad­ 
ding that he felt this would be 
an “illegal use." 
Appellants along with White 
include Mrs. Robert Looker, a 
County Planning Commission 
member and former chairper­ 
son; Mrs. Emmet Edwards, of 
Summerland, and Carpinteria 
Valley Assn.

Syrian troops, who have been 
pounding leftist forces south 
and east of Beirut with tank and 
artillery fire, opened a third 
front today in the northern city 
of Tripoli, leftist reports said.

Antitrust 


reform 
dim m ing 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
outlook for quick approval of a 
major antitrust reform bill is 
dimming as conservative oppo­ 
nents escalate delaying tactics 
to keep the Senate spinning its 
wheels on the legislation. 
Debate dissolved into a 
shouting match late Tuesday 
after a day in which opponents 
forced more than a dozen roll 
call votes, most of them 
procedural rather than substan­ 
tive, and showed no sign of 
relenting so the measure could 
come to a vote. 
The Senate finally quit after 
16 roll call votes, leaving some 
50 amendments still pending 
Sen. John Pastore, D-R.I., 
forced the last roll call of the 
day on a motion to recess until 9 
a m. today, telling the bill’s op­ 
ponents: "You’ve wasted the 
whole goddamn day on silly roll 
calls — we might as well have 
another one.” 
Pastore earlier called on his 
colleagues to get together and 
resolve the impasse. 
"Let’s shape up. Let’s do 
what has to be done and let’s 
begin to act a little bit more 
mature than high school stu­ 
dents," Pastore said. 
The bill’s chief sponsor, Sen. 
Philip Hart, D-Mich., said the 
bill "has been filibustered since 
the end of last July" by oppo­ 
nents led by Sens. Roman 
Hruska, R-Neb., and James 
Allen, D-Ala. 
"There’s going to be tremen­ 
dous harm done to personal 
relationships if we carry this 
thing too f a r / ' said Sen. 
Charles Percy, R-M. 
Allen and Hruska attacked 
supporters for rolling over the 
rights of the minority by their 
vote last week to shut off 
debate on a sweeping substitute 
by Hart to a House-passed an­ 
titrust bill. 
Allen said cloture was "ram­ 
med down our throats” and 
suggested the impasse "will 
take some time to resolve." 
He thai moved to table, or 
kill, the Hart substitute amend­ 
ment but the effo rt was 
defeated 60 to 20. 
Even if the Hart amendment 
is approved, another filibuster 
is still possible on the bill itself. 
A second cloture petition has 
already been filed but no vote 
set. 


Student held

to extort $25,000 from a bank 
executive by holding his family

Captain Richard Rainey of 
the Contra Costa Sheriff’s 
department said Tuesday the 
18-year-old student at Universi­ 
ty of California at Davis spent 
many weekends at Nevada 
gambling casinos, "apparently 
losing most of the time." 


Barry Feldman plotted the 
Monday extortion attempt, 
Rainey said, choosing the the 
Lafayette area because of its 
"affluence." The student ob­ 
tained the name of Lafayette 
Federal Savings and Loan’s ex­ 
ecutive vice president, James 
D. Brown, from a plaque on the 
bank’s wall. 


resistance put up by Lebanese 
leftists and their Palestinian 
allies to Syrian tank attacks 
coupled with an Arab league 
decision to try to impose a 
cease-fire appeared to have 
halted the Syrian advance, at 
least momentarily. 
Fighting in the central moun­ 
tains 15 miles east of the 
capital, near the airport just 
south of Beirut and around the 
coastal cities of Tripoli and 
Sidon died down to sporadic ex- 
changes of artillery and 
machine gun fire. 
In the capital itself, however, 
rightist gunners now supporting 
the Syrian advance on Beirut, 
opened up on leftist positions, 
Palestinian refugee camps and 
the leftist-held national radio. 
They blasted shops and office 
buildings in the uptown Hamra 
district, filling the streets with 
shards of flying shrapnel. 
A Cairo emergency confer­ 
ence called for a cease-fire and 
the dispatch of a token Arab 
peace-keeping force to Lebanon 
and sent a team to Damascus to 
seek Syrian agreement. 
Latest cease-fire efforts were 
initially unsuccessful as Libyan 
Premier Maj. Abdel Salam 
Jalloud, who arrived Tuesday 
night from Damascus to at­ 
tempt a truce, was trapped at 
the airport amid firefights 
between Palestinians and pro- 
Syrian Saiqa guerrillas. 
In Cairo, a conference of 
Arab foreign minister called at 
the request of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization agreed 
to a resolution calling for a 
cease-fire in Lebanon, the 
withdrawal of Syrian troops and 
their replacement by a token 
joint Arab peace-keeping force. 
An Arab ministerial team im­ 
mediately flew to Damascus to 
seek Syrian acceptance of the 
resolution. 


Palestinian leader Yasser 
Arafat, who attended the Arab 
League conference, threatened 
to seek troops from “other 
friendly countries" to intervene 
unless the league arranged an 
immediate cease-fire and a 
withdrawal of Syrian troops. 
In Lebanon, heavy fighting 
around Beirut airport between 
pro-Syrian forces and Palestini­ 
an guerrillas tapered off as 
m ed iato rs attem p ted to 
arrange a truce, the leftist 
military command said.

Demos concede Carter will win; 
Reagan happy over 'challenge' 


Brezhnev accuses U.S., China 
of increasing Asian influence

Tuesday’s presidential pri­ 
maries at a glance: 
Calif or* la 
Democratic 
— 
Gov Edmund G. Brown Jr. won 
the nation's biggest primary 
with 59 per cent of the vote, 
good for 202 delegates. Jimmy 
Carter placed second with 20 
per cent and 68 delegates, and 
Frank Church was third with 8 
per cent and seven delegates. 
California Republican — Ro­ 
nald Reagan won the 167 
delegates in his home state’s 
winner-take-all primary. Rea­ 
gan got 63 per cent of the pop­ 
ular vote, compared to 37 for 
President Ford. 
New Jersey Democratic — 
Jimmy Carter easily won the 
popular balloting with a 57 per 
cent share of the preferential 
vote. Frank Church was a dis­ 
tant second at 19 per cent. 
However, an uncommited slate 
backing Jerry Brown and 
Hubert Humphrey captured 75 
delegates, while Carter picked 
up 25 and Udall three. 
New Jersey Republican — 
President Ford was unopposed 
in the preferential primary and 
won all of the state's 67 
delegates 
Ohio Democratic — Jimmy 
Carter swept 52 per cent of the 
popular vote, more than the 
combined support of rivals 
Morris Udall, who had 21 per 
cent, and Frank Church, with 14 
per cent Carter was leading in 
19 delegate races. Udall in 20 
and Church in none. 
Ohio Republican — President 
Ford beat Ronald Reagan, 55 
per cent to 45 per cent, and 
picked up 88 delegates, com­ 
pared to Reagan’s nine. 


MOSCOW (UPI) - Soviet 
leader Leonid Brezhnev has ac­ 
cused both the United States 
and China of trying to increase 
their influence in Asia and 
warned of a rise in attempts 
abroad to undermine detente. 
The Communist party chief, 
during a dinner Tuesday night 
for visiting Indian Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi, spoke 
of "certain powers (which) 
despite their remote location 
from that region (the Indian 
Ocean) are building up their 
forces and building new mili­ 
tary bases." 
He did not specifically men­ 
tion the new U.S. base on the 
island of Diego Garcia in the In­ 
dian Ocean, but this seemed the 
focus of his attack. He said 
foreign bases were a threat to 
the independence and security 
of countries in the region. 
In a reference to China, he 
spoke of forces in Asia which 
"ignoring the rights and sove­ 
reignty of states, strive to sub­ 
ordinate other peoples to their 
rule." 
Statue protest 
by veterans 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Fifteen 
v e te ra n s 
b a rric a d e d 
themselves behind chained and 
locked doors in the Statue of 
Liberty today to protest cut­ 
backs in GI benefits. 
The group from the Vietnam 
Veterans Against the War hung 
a banner from the statue’s 
crown, 22 stories above the 
ground, which read: "Extend 
and Expand the GI Bill." 
"We have seized the Statue of 
Liberty in opposition to the 
Memorial Day cutoff of the GI

Osteopath charged with 


multiple infant deaths 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Osteopath physician Dr. Joseph 
A. Em ory was form ally 
charged Tuesday on IO counts of 
murder in the deaths of IO of the 
25 infants who died in his two 
unlicensed clinics. 
Em ory, 55, a convicted 
murderer and abortionist who 
delivered more than 700 babies 
in the past two years, ad­ 
ditionally was charged with 
resisting arrest after he al­ 
legedly took a swing at district 
attorney’s investigator Robert 
Ewen Monday. 
In addition, the physician’s 
51-year-old wife. Harriet, was 
charged with IO counts of 
murder and their son. Alan, 32, 
was named in five deaths. 
The defendants remained in 
custody after their arraignment 
was delayed until they could ob­ 
tain counsel The elder Emorys 
were held in lieu of $200,000 bail 
each. Bond for the son was set 
at $100,000. 
District Attorney John Van 
de Ramp said Emory operated 
makeshift clinics at three San 
Fernando Valley locations and 


a facility in Highland Park. The 
clinics specialized in cut-rate 
services for Mexican aliens, he 
said, with delivery rates as low 
as $200 
Van de Ramp said 25 baby 
death s have occured at 
Emory’s clinics since the May 
2, 1974, reinstatement of his 
license, which had been sus­ 
pended 12 years earlier because 
of a murder conviction involv­ 
ing the death of a woman 
following an abortion he perfor­ 
med 
Meanwhile, Deputy District 
Attorney Dinko Bozanich, who 
called the case "unprecedented 
and unique,” began presenting 
evidence to the county grand 
jury. The probe was expected to 
last IO days. 
Bozanich said about half the 
dead infants were stillborn and 
others died from injuries 
sustained during delivery. He 
said the killings may have been 
"intentional " 


He accused the defendants of 
not preparing for "current and 
foreseeable complications."

Dem ocratic presidential 
hopefuls generally concede it 
will be difficult to deny Jimmy 
Carter the party’s nomination, 
now that the nation’s longest 
primary season is over. 
Republican Ronald Reagan 
says his challenge to President 
Ford is going better than he 
originally expected, following 
Tuesday’s final primaries in 
California, Ohio and New 
Jersey. 
A record 32 presidential con­ 
tests were held across the 
country this year. 
Sen. Hubert Humphrey's 
camp was mum on whether the 
former Democratic standard- 
bearer would jump into the 
campaign waters at the last 
minute and try to derail the 
Carter drive. 
Ford easily captured Ohio 
and New Jersey while Reagan 
coasted in his home state of 
California. Carter rolled to vic­ 
tory in Ohio. He swept New 
Jersey’s popularity contest, but 
narrowly lost the delegate bat­ 
tle to an uncommitted slate. 
Califoma Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. won his home turf in 
a landslide. 
Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, 
held out a slight hope for his 
last minute candidacy, saying 
of Carter, "Until he can claim 
1,505 delegates (the amount 
needed for nomination) I’m go­ 
ing to stay in the race."

Hays renominated

BELLAIRE, Ohio (UPI) - 
An angry Rep. Wayne Hays, 
who won renomination to a 15th 
term by one of his closest 
margins in years because of his 
involvement in a sex scandal, 
ordered reporters from his 
property today and left for 
Washington. 
"You better get off my 
property," Hays said as he left 
his farm home in nearby Bel­ 
mont. "Get off or I’ll call the 
sheriff."

District Tuesday, the recent 
revelation that he had an affair 
with Elizabeth Ray sapped his 
usual strength at the ballot box. 
In 1974, Hays smashed peren­ 
nial landslide loser Nick Kar­ 
nak, 42,769 to 10,878 but today 
with 671 of 793 precincts 
reporting. Hays led Karnick by 
32,783 to 25,051. 
Carol Clawson, news secre­ 
tary for Hays, said the congres­ 
sman was "very grateful that 
he won.” 
She said Hays’ involvement 
with Miss Ray “probably could 
have" cut into Hays’ victory 
margin. 


Hays also felt the effects on 
his presidential favorite son 
candidacy, which failed. 
Slates of delegates pledged to 
Hays lost in six congressional 
districts, including Hays’ home 
18th. where he cam? in a distant 
second to Jimmy Carter. 
Karnick, 56, a bailiff from 
Steubenville, did not press the 
sex scandal in his low-key cam­ 
paign. The small victory 
margin showed it was an issue, 
however, because it was the 
only element that set the 1976 
Hays-Karnick duel apart from 
past contests. 
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Museum gets lion's share 
of J. Paul Getty estate 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - Oil 
billionaire J. Paul Getty never 
saw his lavish museum on the 
sea-side bluffs of Malibu where 
he grew up as a boy, but to it he 
willed the lion’s share of his es­ 
tate. 
Getty, 83, reputed to be one of 
the world’s richest men, died 
Sunday at his estate outside 
London. But until his will was 
filed for probate Tuesday, it 
was thought a California law 
would prevent his burial on his 
private Malibu ranch. 
The publicity-shy oil tycoon, 
in his will elaborately described 
his burial plans, which cleverly 
sidestepped a law prohibiting 
interment on private land. 
First, he made arrangements 
to have his executors set aside a 
one-acre cemetery on his 65- 
acre Malibu ranch. On it would 
be built “ a suitable small, mar­ 
ble mausoleum” as his last 
resting place and those of his 
decendants. 
Aware of the law restricting 
burial on private land, Getty 
told his executors “ to cause a 
cemetery corporation to be 
formed pursuant to the laws of 
the state of California.” 
The will was dated Sept. 22, 
1958 and had 21 codicils, the 
latest dated March ll, 1976. 
Although it fails to break down 
his exact worth, Getty’s person­ 
al wealth has been estimated at 
$1 billion and the family is 
reputed to be worth $10 to $20 
billion. 
A casket containing the 
billionaire’s remains was re­ 
ceived by Getty Oil Co. ex­ 
ecutives at Los Angeles Inter­ 
national Airport Tuesday even­ 
ing. The expensive wood casket 
exited a rear door of a huge 
Boeing 747 airfreighter and was 
immediately loaded into a 
waiting hearse and taken 30 
miles to Forest Lawn Glendale. 
Memorial services are sche­ 
duled Thursday morning at

SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) - 
Some 1.2 million Californians 
will be mailed water conserva­ 
tion kits under a plan approved 
by the state Public Utilities 
Commission. 
The mass mailing approved 
Tuesday will provide toilet tank 
displacement bottles and show­ 
er head attachments for resi­ 
dents living in mostly drought- 
stricken rural areas. 


Initially, the kits will be dis­ 
tributed free by some 400 
privately-owned water compa­ 
nies which serve the affected 
areas and are regulated by the 
PUC. They were authorized to 
file for rate increases to cover 
the expenses. 
The PUC said installation of 
the devices will be strictly 
voluntary. 
San Jose, Monterey, Stockton 
and Bakersfield were consid­ 
ered the main target areas. 
J. Dietrich Stroeh of the 
Marin water district said his 
district has had the kits 
available since last summer. 
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and employes. 
The largest specific dollar 
bequest — a lifetime $55,000 a 
year — was left to Getty’s fifth 
and last wife, Louise Lynch 
Getty, in a single lump.

Although toe Santa Barbara 
County Planning Commission

Michaelson said the school 
enrollment is down to nine 
youngsters and will discontinue 
boarding by June 16. 
The attorney pointed out, too, 
that a day school for special 
education conducted by the high 
school district will be in opera­ 
tion this summer but no ac­ 
tivity is planned there next fall. 
Smith said he expected an 


enrollment of about 40 students, 
all coming from “ satellite” 
homes in private residences, at 
the summer session which will 
run daily from 8:30 to 12. Tran­ 
sportation w ill be provided by 
the foster parents of the 
children. 
The summer school w ill have 
a teaching staff of four. The 
faculty and the subjects they 
w ill teach are: Mrs. Virginia 
Annette, remedial arithmetic 
and remedial reading; Harold 
C am pbell, E n g lish and 
literature; Chris Myers, social 
studies and physical education, 
and Chris Urwick, science, art, 
and crafts. Electives will in­ 
clude cooking, taught by Mrs. 
Annette, and gardening, taught 
by Campbell. 
Michaelson in his letter to toe 
commission said the “ satellite” 
homes which have been 
operating in conjunction with 
the school will remain in opera­ 
tion. 
Some challenge to their 
legality is expected, however, 


at a June 16 planning commis­ 
sion hearing. 
The attorney told the com­ 
mission in his letter that while 
the number of boarders at the 
school had been decreased to 
nine, “ its opposition in the 
Santa Ynez Valley has steadily 
increased ... in such an environ­ 
ment continuing to operate 
would not be worth the 
emotional costs to the students 
and staff.” 
At a lengthy, emotion-filled 
hearing March 25, the county 
planners came close to revok­ 
ing the school’s conditional use 
permit. The commission set 
June 16 for a hearing on the 
school’s revised permit applica­ 
tion to determine if progress 
had been made toward meeting 
objections to the operation as 
expressed by members of the 
community.

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Arguments begin on revenue funds 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
many-sided argument is deve­ 
loping in the House over a bill to 
continue federal revenue shar­ 
ing to 38,000 state, county and 
local governments. 
The House begins debate to­ 
day cm the bill, which would ex­ 
tend revenue sharing through 
Sept. 30, 1080, at a cost of $25 
billion, or $6.65 billion a year. 
The program expires at the 
end of this year unless Congress 
extends it. It was begun under 
the Nixon administration in 
1072. and under it localities so 
far have received $30 billion in 
federal money to use virtually 
as they see fit. 
Local governments are lobby­ 
ing hard for extension. So is 
President Ford, who wanted a 
5¥«-year extension instead of 
the 3 * years contained in the 
bill. 
House Republican Leader 
John J. Rhodes said Tuesday 
that Democrats, including 
some who would like to kill 
revenue sharing, are trying to 
load it up with "crippling 
amendments." 
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Unless these are removed, he 
said, Ford will consider a veto, 
after which a new bill would 
have to be written. 
The amendments he cited 
would: 
— Urge states to prepare 
plans to "modernize" state and 
local governments, which 
Rhodes called a step toward 
federal control of local affairs. 
— Require the union wage 
rate in the nearest big city to be 
paid on construction projects, 
in which any revenue sharing 
funds are used. 
— Distribute $150 million a 
year under a new formula, 
which more heavily favors big 
cities and poor rural areas. 
— Suspend revenue sharing 
funds to localities, which 
violate civil rights rules, even if 
no claim is made that revenue 
sharing money was involved. 
Others have challenged the 
process under which the bill 
continues revenue sharing as 
"back door spending" not sub­ 
ject to congressional appro­ 
priations. and will try to bring 
it under that process through 
floor amendments. 


Others, including Rep. Jack 
Brooks, D-Tex., chairman of 
the Government Operations 
Committee, which recommend­ 
ed the bill, object to the basic 
concept of revenue sharing. 
He said the federal govern­ 
ment should not relinquish con­ 


trol over how its own tax money 
is spent. But he agreed not to 
use his chairmanship to block 
the measure. 
Levee reconstruction 
begins in Teton Dam area 


IDAHO FALLS, Idaho (UPI) 
— Army engineers began a $1.7 
million emergency levee recon­ 
struction program today to pre­ 
vent melting mountain snow 
from reflooding an area 
deluged in the break of the 
Teton Dam last weekend. 
The 307-foot-high dam had 
been built to control the runoff. 
Engineer spokesman Pat 
King said Tuesday an "emer­ 
gency flood fight" had been 
declared, enabling repair work 
to begin immediately on the 
ravaged levees. 
King said the snowpack is 150 
to 160 per cent higher than nor­ 
mal and the "peak runoff from 
the Snake and Teton Rivers has 
not occurred."

Case narrows 
NASHVILLE, Term:(UPI) - 
An investigation into three 
suspicious fires at the home of 
country recording star Tammy 
Wynette has cleared the singer 
and her family of any involve­ 
ment, according to state arson 
investigators. 
Cecil Patterson, the state's 
chief arson investigator, said 
Tuesday that Rudy Gatlin, a 
member of Miss Wynette’s 
band who was in the house at 
the time of the May 25 fires, 
also has been exonerated. 
Arson was blamed, causing 
estimated $100,000 in damages. 
Many of the singer’s career 
awards and mementoes were 
destroyed. 


The $1 billion flood from the 
dam burst roared through 85 
miles of eastern Idaho Satur­ 
day. 
Authorities Tuesday revised 
from seven to five the number 
of flood-caused deaths, not 
counting heart attacks. They 
also said 1,277 persons had been 
treated and released at area 
hospitals and first aid stations. 
Nine persons were hospitalized, 
two in serious condition. 
Idaho National Guardsmen 
searched for some 50 persons 
still unaccounted for. 
A Red Cross spokesman said 
an incomplete survey of two of 
the hardest hit areas showed 
1,014 homes destroyed, 3,225 
more with major damage and 
2,620 with minor damage. 
In addition, 180 mobile homes 
were destroyed, 47 damaged, 
416 small businesses damaged 
and 7,650 families affected. 
Authorities prepared to de­ 
stroy injured animals. "We are 
going in and round up the dead 
animals, dig a pit and burn 
them." said Brig. Gen. Gordon 
Shor, state assistant adjutant 
general. 
Damage from the flood also 
posed a threat to a half million 
acres of unflooded croplands. 
Federal officials told Presi­ 
dent Ford the threatened 
farmland may be left without 
vital irrigation and urged im­ 
mediate steps to avert "terrific 
crop loss." 
The Jackson, Wyo., Guide 
reported Tuesday in a copy­ 
righted story that U.S. Geologi­ 
cal Survey studies showing 
geologic faults in the area of the 
Teton Dam were reported to 
the Bureau of Reclamation as 
early as 1973. 
Steven Oriel of the survey’s 
geodetic division was quoted as 
saying studies were begun in 
1972 — when the dirt and rock 
Teton Dam was only in the 
planning stage — to assess the 
earthquake risk of the entire 
Rocky Mountain region. 
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Panel okays 
bill banning 
mining claims 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Hie 
House Interior Committee 
has approved a bill banning new 
mining claims in Death Valley 
and five other national parks. 
The legislation, which also 
prohibits the staking of future - 
mining claims in the Mount 
McKinley National Park, Crat­ 
er Lake National Parte, the 
Organ Pipe Cactus National 
Monument and the Coronado 
National Monument, was ap­ 
proved Tuesday on a 34-5 vote. 
Rep. John F. Seiberling, D- 
Ohio, sponsor of the legislation, 
said he was disappointed that a 
portion of the Glacier Bay 
National Monument in Alaska 
was excluded from the bill. 
The Ohio Democrat said the 
western coast of Glacier Bay, 
the most highly mineralized 
part of the monument, was ex­ 
cluded by the committee even 
though the bill would have 
protected existing claims there. 
Seiberling said the proposed 
ban would have little effect on 
mineral production. 
"This bill would allow exist­ 
ing mines in Death Valley to 
continue, under federal regula­ 
tions. and would merely ban for 
four years new surface disturb­ 
ance of lands that have not as 
yet been mined," he said. 
In Death Valley, he said, 
claims are currently being filed 
at a rate of about 4,000 acres a 
year. 


Viking Mars 
to receive 
new command 


PASADENA, CHI. (UPI) - 
Scientists at Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory, shrugging off a gas 
leak in the Viking M ars 
spacecraft, were to send a com­ 
mand today to "nudge" the 
probe into a new trajectory. 


The midcourse correction is 
to put the Viking into a correct 
orbit around Mars IO days from 
now. 


The correction signal was to 
be sent at I p.m. EDT. It will 
start Viking’s engine for a 9.4 
second burn, the "nudge" that 
should insure it will pass over a 
northern region of the planet 
called Chryse, the primary 
landing site. 


The maneuver consists of a 
small change in velocity and 
direction for Viking, nearing 
the end of its more than 500 
million mile journey which 
began last August. 


A JPL spokesman said the 
helium gas leak was discovered 
late Tuesday but would not 
change the course of the 
spacecraft. 


K issin g e r se e s further strain 


on U.S. relations w ith Chile 


SANTIAGO, Chile (UPI) - 
Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer says U.S. relations with 
Chile will remain strained as 
long as Chile continues to 
persecute political prisoners. 
In a speech labeled "extraor­ 
dinary" by one U.S. official, the 
secretary — singling out Chile 
and Cuba — Tuesday told the 
General Assem bly of the 
Organization of American 
States that "respect for the 
dignity of man is declining in 
too many countries of the 
hemisphere.” 
The statement was based on 
the report of the Human Rights 
Commission of the OAS, which 
accused the military regime of 
President Augusto Pinochet of 
the execution and torture of its 
political opponents. 
The Pinochet government 
took power after overthrowing 
President Salvador Allende in 
1973. 
The human rights report has 
not been released officially, but 
its contents have circulated 
among OAS delegates. 
Referring to the findings of 
the report, Kissinger said the 
human rights situation in Chile 
"has impaired our relationship 
with Chile and will continue to 
do so." 
"The cause of human dignity 
is not served by those who 
hypocritically manipulate con­ 
cerns with human rights to 
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further their political preferen­ 
ce, nor by those who single out 
for human rights condemnation 
only those countries with whose 
political views they disagree." 
He stopped short, however, of 
defining what the United States 
would do if the situation in Chile 
does not improve. 
"It was an extraordinary 
statement," said one U.S. of­ 
ficial. “ Remember that he was 
condemning the host country — 
Chile - on a subject that was 
simply buried or ignored two 
years ago." 
Regarding the condition of 
political prisoners in Cuba, Kis­ 
singer said an initial review by 
the commission "confirms our 
worst fears." 
He urged the OAS to continue 
its efforts “ to unearth the truth 
that many Cuban political 
prisoners have been victims of 
inhuman treatment." 
Both Panama and the United 
States today were expected to 
debate a resolution that pro­ 
poses the future of the Panama 
Canal be determined through 
negotiation. 
OAS Secretary General Ale­ 
jandro Orfila, in a prediction 
that was confirmed by U.S. of­ 
ficials, said the resolution will 
then be referred to the “ First 
Committee," where it will have 
no further effect on the U.S.- 
Panamanian negotiations that 
have been going on for more 


than a decade. 
“ It is a sign of the political 
maturity of the Panamanians 
that they are not pushing the is­ 
sue right now, during the 
American political campaign," 
Orfila told UPI. 


Nixon to talk? 
REHOBOTH, Mass. (UPI) - 
Rabbi Baruch Korff says 
former President Richard Nix­ 
on may accept invitations to 
speak to university audiences 
after the upcoming presidential 
elections. 
"After the election ... I have 
reason to believe Mr. Nixon will 
begin to accept some invita­ 
tions from heads of state and 
universities here and abroad,” 
Korff said. "He appears to be in 
good health, relatively better 
health than I had seen him in a 
long time.”

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Windmill 
making 
comeback 


B u r b a n k , calif. (U P I) - 
The age-old windm ill, but 
bigger and more efficient, may 
be the next development in the 
search for energy. 
Two engineers of the Lock- 
heed-California Corp., conduct­ 
ed a year-long study for the 
Energy Research and Develop­ 
ment Administration and con­ 
cluded the building and 
maintenance of giant windmills 
would be a major new industry. 
Within 20 years, Michael 
Dubey and Ugo Coty said, thou­ 
sands of windm ills placed 
around the country could 
generate enough electricity in 
the United States to save the 
equivalent of more than 2 
billion barrels of oil per year. 
But the windmills they have 
in mind are not the creaking, 
picturesque types that gave 
Holland a trademark. 
In their paper, ‘‘The High 
Potential of Wind Energy,” 
they discuss large wind turbine 
generators with rotors up to 356 
feet in diameter, roughly the 
length of a football field with 
the end zones added. 
The rotors look like long air­ 
plane propellers. They would 
probably be made of aluminum 
and steel and com posite 
m aterials including glass- 
reinforced plastic, Dubey said. 
Forecasts of energy demand 
in the United States show a con­ 
tinuously rising trend, Dubey 
and Coty said in their paper. 
They cited predictions that by 
1996 electrical energy produced 
and sold by the utilities will 
reach 6.5 trillion kilowatt hours 
per year, three times the 
current amount needed. 
‘‘We are presently importing 
about 40 per cent of our oil 
needs and selling our heritage 
at an alarming rate to get it,” 
they said. 
Dubey said he sees no 
paradox in the return to wind­ 
mills for energy. 
During the past 50 years, he 
said, wind energy has been used 
to make electricity but the low 
cost of fossil fuel prevented any 
serious expansion. Now the cerat 
of fossil fuels is rising, and at 
the same time there have been 
advances in m aterials and 
design technologies for wind 
turbines. 
‘‘Man has been an energy 
consumer since he built the 
first fire to roast a mastodon 
steak,” he said. “ At one time 
he relied on wind. There are 
reports of windmills as early as 
the 6th and 7th Centuries.” 
The objectives of the study 
were to identify areas where 
high wind conditions are 
prevalent and the applications 
of wind energy. 
“ The answers show that large 
wind energy conversion sys­ 
tems pay off economically, and 
that a major new industry is 
about to blossom in our midst,” 
Dubey and Coty wrote. 
In the study, wind data were 
gathered from more than 700 
observation stations across Ute 
country. Annual wind power 
densitites were found as high as 
619 watts per square meter in 
some areas along the Oregon 
co astlin e and higher at 
Sandberg, Calif. The measure­ 
ments were equivalent to a 
wind speed of 18 miles per hour. 
But if only two per cent of the 
area studied had winds of 15.7 
miles per hour, then 20,000 
square miles would be availa­ 
ble for wind turbines, they said. 
They computed the electric 
power potential by the amount 
and speed of wind passing the 
rotors 
“ Think of the spinning rotor 
blade on the windmill and the 
area it covers as a disc,” Dubey 
said. “ Take one square meter 
of that disc and you would have 
flowing through it a wind power 
of so many watts.” 
The formula is: “ The energy 
content of the wind is propor­ 
tional to the density of the air 
the cube of its speed.” 
About 54,000 units could be 
erected to furnish 210,000 
megawatts of power, they said.

to be used as fish haven

49 men living in shadow 
of death at San Quentin 


SAN RAFAEL, Calif. (U P I) 
— They have killed and now 
they themselves are living in 
the shadow of death. 
For the 49 men now on San 
Quentin’s Death Row, the 
shadow is not so menacing as it 
was 15 years ago when inmates 
regularly said goodby to their 
fellow prisoners and left to die 
in the green gas chamber five 
stories below. 
In those days the tension and 
foreboding on the row were 
almost palpable as an execution 
day approached, according to 
San Quentin employes who 
were around then. 
“ At night, after the lights 
went out, there’d almost always 
be people having nightmares, 
yelling and screaming in their 
sleep,” said a gray-haired 
guard. “ Now it’s pretty quiet up 
there.” 
No one has died in the 
chamber since police slayer 
Aaron Mitchell, shouting that 
he was Jesus Christ, was ex­ 
ecuted on April 12, 1967. 
Today life on the row 
proceeds in its relatively 
smooth and unchanging routine. 
It is almost possible for a 
visitor to forget that the 
average-looking men there, go­ 
ing quietly about their daily ac­ 
tivities, have been condemned 
to death at some future day and 
time to be appointed. 
But the people who inhabit 
those 54 narrow cells are very 
much aware that their lives 
currently are in the balance as 
the U.S. Supreme Court deliber­ 
ates the fate of capital punish­ 
ment in this country. In the next 
few weeks the high court is ex­ 
pected to issue a definitive rul­ 
ing on more than 50 legal 
challenges to capital punish­ 
ment. and the uncertainty will 
be over for those on San Quen­ 
tin’s Death Row. 
For those most directly af­ 
fected — the condemned men 
and women and their families 
— it is a most difficult wait. 
“ There’s certainly a great 
deal of apprehension and fear,” 
said prison chaplain Harry 
Howard. “ A few weeks ago all 
the men were watching a tv 
show about the death penalty 
and the announcer was talking 
about the 1972 Supreme Court 
ruling. 
“ A couple of the men mis­ 
understood and thought he was 
talking about the upcoming rul­ 
ing and the word spread that 
the court had knocked down 
capital punishment again. A big 
cry went out from the whole 
row." 
“ The hardest part isn’t 
dying; it’s the waiting and 
wondering,” said a black in­ 
mate who has been doing just 
that for almost a year. 
“ Just not knowing what’s go­ 
ing to happen to me has really 
been rough on my fam ily,” said 


another man. “ I can see the 
worry every time they visit. 
Like a number of other in­ 
mates, neither wanted to be 
identified. 
On the row no one is taking 
any bets about how the 
Supreme Court will go. But a 
majority of the row’s residents 
believe the death penalty will 
be reinstated. 
“ It’s going to come back now 
that we have almost a complete 
Nixon court,” said inmate 
Edward R. Conover. “ Every 
day is a day closer.” 
Conover shares the view ex­ 
pressed by many of his fellow 
prisoners that the death penalty 
as currently imposed is unfair 
and discriminatory. 
“ The only way it could be fair 
is if everyone convicted of first- 
degree murder received the 
death penalty,” he said. 
“ The death penalty is such a 
fantastic lever in the hands of 
the prosecution because it can 
force guilty pleas to lesser of­ 
fenses and avoid long, costly 
trials,” said the Rev. Byron 
Eshelman, prison chaplain for 
20 years and author of “ Death 
Row Chaplain.” 
The question of whether the 
state should have the right to 
take a life — coldly, dispassion­ 
ately and with premeditation — 
has been debated by many. 
But the arguments take on a 
particular intensity when dis­ 
cussed by those who have 
witnessed either the death of 
the murder victim or the 
demise of the murderer. 
“ The people who feel so sorry 
for those guys should have a lit­ 
tle more compassion for the 
people they killed,” said a M ill 
Valley policeman, who has seen 
murder in many brutal forms. 
“ What about the innocent 
people who died in painful and 
maybe terrifying circumstan­ 
ces?” the officer asked. “ What 
about the families of these vic­ 
tims, the people whose lives 
have been ruined by these 
murders?” 


Both Eshelman and former 
San Quentin wardens Clinton 
Duffy and Lawrence E. Wilson 
have been with condemned men 
in their last hours and have 
watched them die. 
“ Capital punishment is very 
cruel, very unusual and very 
gruesome,” Duffy, who par­ 
ticipated in 150 executions, once 
said. “ Sometimes it’s the se­ 
cond or third breath that kills 
them, seldom the first. Their 
eyes roll, they twitch, they 
struggle, they urinate, they 
defecate, they turn purple. It’s 
very gruesome.” 
Wilson, warden at San 
Quentin when Mitchell was ex­ 
ecuted, described the death 
penalty as “ a brutal, dehuman­ 
izing thing that doesn’t deter 
crime and could well foster it.” 
“ Ifs very shocking, very up­ 
setting to see them take a 
person in the full bloom of 
health and, with deliberate, 
self-conscious 
premeditation, 
extinguish his life,” Eshelman 
said. “ The state commits the 
most heinous crime, unequaled 
by any personal murder, when 
it executes these individuals 
who are often nothing but 
children, emotionally crippled 
or even insane. 
“ It’s so primitive and bar­ 
b a ric. 
V iolence 
only 
proliferates violence.” 
Surprisingly, at least a couple 
of condemned men believe 
there are cases in which the gas 
chamber is warranted. 
“ People who kill kids and lit­ 
tle babies who can’t fight back 
should be executed,” said a 
young black man. 
So the debate goes on and 
day-to-day life goes on. And so 
does the waiting. 
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LONG BEACH, Calif. (U P I) 
— A mothballed Liberty ship 
which saw action in the Pacific 
during Ute last months of World 
War II may soon offer a haven 
to ocean fish and a rich harvest 
for sports fishermen. 
The U. S. S. Palawan, a 
repair ship which was launched 
on Aug. 12,1944, w ill be sunk in 
about 120 feet of water one mile 
off Redondo Bead! to create the 
first Liberty ship artificial 
fishing reef on the Pacific 
Coast. The project depends on 
final approval by the California 
Department of Fish and Game. 
The Palawan is the first of 
several ships the department 
hopes to acquire under provi­ 
sions of a federal law which of­ 
fers coastal states surplus 
Liberty ships for use as ar­ 
tificial fishing reefs. Two other 
states, Mississippi ami Texas, 
already have obtained surplus 
Liberty ships. 
Fish and Game biologist John 
G. Carlisle Jr . said the 
Palawan, once stripped and 
cleaned, w ill be sunk in a 
barren spot devoid of fish and 
underwater life ami w ill create 
an instant home for fish life, in­ 
cluding many sports fish. 
“ Artificial reefs of rocks or 
concrete, or in this case, a ship, 
immediately offer shelter for 
fish,” he said. “ Fish w ill find it 
within minutes and within 
months a marine community 
will build up. 
“ The reef becomes encrusted 
with small vertebrates — bar­ 
nacles, scallops, 
mussels, 
snails — and small plant life, all 
of which offers food. 
“ Fish finding shelter ami food 
will stay.” 
Sand bass offers good fishing 
on artificial reefs, Carlisle said, 
and so do various species of 
perch, sculpin and rock fish. 
Carlisle said the Palawan 
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reefs impact on sports fishing 
won’t be known until studies 
are completed, “ but other types 
of artificial reefs have provided 
very good fishing.” 
And, he said, the Palawan 
will be sunk at a barren spot 
where fish are not now caught 
so any fishing activity will be a 
plus. 
A Long Beach contractor, 
Moore Refining Equipment 
Company, signed a contract 
early in June to tow the 
Palawan from the Maritime 
Administration reserve fleet 
anchorage in Suisun Bay near 
San Francisco to the Los 
Angeles area where the ship 
will be stripped of its super­ 
structure, equipment, ma­ 
chinery, doors and hatchways. 
All oil and other hazardous 
materials w ill be removed and 
openings will be enlarged. 


When ready for sinking, the 
Palawan will have a vertical 
measurement of about 20 feet 
above the keel, a length of 430 
feet and a maximum beam of 57 
feet. It will be sunk, probably 
by a Navy demolition team, 
near the existing Redondo Ca­ 
nyon artificial reef which is 
composed of quarry rock and a 
100-foot barge. 


California’s Wildlife Restora­ 
tion Fund w ill be $67,700 richer 
under terms of the contract 
with the Moore company which 
is paying that amount for rights 
to strip the Liberty ship. 


The W ildlife Conservation 
Board, an adjunct of the 
Department of Fish and Game, 
allocated $75,000 last year for 
the First Liberty ship project 
and earlier this year expanded 
the authorization to include two 
additional ships 
The $67,700 
Palawan profit w ill be added to 
the $75,000 fund. 


M INTED IN gold, sterling silver and bronze, the 
official national bicentennial medal has been 
struck by the U.S Mint. Proceeds from the sale 
of the medals w ill go toward funding bicenten­ 
nial projects on the state and local level.

The day Dutch 
won the pennant 
for St. Louis

NEW YO RK (U P I) — In a few more minutes, Em il 
“ Dutch” Leonard would be going out to the ballpark to pitch 
a ball game, something he had done at least 400 times before, 
so on the face of it there was no reason for him to be nervous 
at all, but you know how those things go, there s a whole lot 
more to life than what you see on the face of it. 
It was a sunny Sunday afternoon in Detroit, Oct. I, 1944, 
and what makes that day stay fixed in Dutch Leonard’s mind 
now more than 30 years later was the phone call he received 
early that morning. 


What makes me zero in on this same day is the search by 
the baseball commissioner’s office for the Most Memorable 
Moment in baseball history. For me, it was that same day, 
the one on which the St. Louis Browns won their only Ameri­ 
can League pennant. 


They never would’ve done it without kn u ckleb all Dutch 
Leonard, and the odd thing about that was he wasn’t even 
with them then, he was pitching for the Washington 
Senators. On the day in question, the final one of the season, 
the Browns and Tigers were tied for first. The Browns were 
at home against the Yankees and the Senators, hopelessly 
last, were finishing up with the Tigers, 
Leonard had been named to pitch the finale by Manager 
Ossie Bluege. The old Book-Cadillac Hotel where the 


Senators used to stay in Detroit wasn’t far from the ballpark 
and Leonard, having finished his breakfast, was getting 
ready to walk there with outfielder George Case when the 
phone rang in his room. 
Dutch Leonard is retired now in Auburn, 111. All he does is 
play golf and mow the grass around his house, but at 67 his 
memory is sharp as a blade. Mention that phone call and 
he ll give you the whole conversation word for word. 
“ I picked up the phone, this man on the other end said, 
‘Hello, Dutch,’ and he sounded so friendly I assumed It was 
someone from back home in southern Illinois because a lot of 
people from there were coming up to Detroit to work in the 
factories,” says Leonard. 
‘“ You’re pitching today, aren’t you?’ this fellow said. I 
said ‘Yeah, I think so,’ and he said, ‘Good, you have a chance 
to make a lot of money.’ I said, ‘Whadd’ya mean?’ and he 
said, ‘I ’m authorized to offer you better than $20,000 if you 
don’t have a good day.’ It didn’t dawn on me what he meant. 
I said ‘Whadd’ya talking about?’ He said again, ‘If you don’t 
have a good day, you can make yourself better than $20,000.’ 
Then it dawned on me this was some gambling syndicate or 
something I said ‘Go to hell’ and hung up. 
“ I ’ll tell you the truth, I was scared. I was just a sm all­ 
town boy and I didn’t know what to do, but George Case was 
my buddy and on the way out to the ballpark I told him about 
the call. He said, ‘Dutch, somebody might have heard that 


conversation. You’d better tell somebody about it, Ossie or 
somebody.’ When we got to the ballpark, I told Clyde Milan, 
one of our coaches. He went over and told Ossie, then came 
back with a new ball, handed it to me and said, ‘You’re still 
the pitcher.” ’ 
Dutch Leonard beat the Tigers, 4-1, after which more than 
30,000 remained in Briggs Stadium to watch the scoreboard 
for the Browns-Yankees’ result. 


Sig Jackucki clinched the pennant for the Browns, stop­ 
ping the Yankees, 5-2, in St. Louis. He had help from Chet 
Laabs, who hit two homers, and Vem Stephens, who hit one. 
“ It was the first time the Browns ever filled the ball­ 
park,” says B ill Dewitt, then vice president and general 
manager of the club and now board chairman with the White 
Sox. 


There’s a postscript. 
Ossie Bluege reported the bribe attempt on Leonard to 
Baseball Commissioner Kenesaw M. Landis and Leonard 
had to repeat the whole thing to Landis. Later he was asked 
to sign a transcript (rf what he had said. 
“ AU the Washington sports writers got mad at me because 
I hadn’t given them the story first,” says Dutch Leonard. “ It 
wasn’t that I was trying to hold anything back from them. 
When that whole thing happened, though, I certainly wasn't 
going to start looking up the press.”

$11 million sports bargain 


OAKLAND (UPI) - Bob 
Feerick. who was instrumental 
in putting together the Golden 
State Warriors, died of a heart 
attack Tuesday in his office 
during the National Basketball 
Association’s player draft. 


Feerick, director of player 
personnel of the Warriors, 
previously served the team as a 
coach and general manager. 


A native of San Francisco, 
Feerick played collegiately at 
the University of Santa Clara, 
where he also coached, and 
professionally with the Wash­ 
ington Capitols. 
During his general manager­ 
ship. the Warriors drafted Rick 
Barry, Nato Thurmond, Clyde 
Lee and Charles Johnson and 
acquired through trades Jeff 
Mullins, Cazzie Russell and Jim 
Barnett. 


(7th grader), she ran the mile 
in 5:13, which was one of the 
best tinges in the nation in her 
12-13 year-old age group divi­ 
sion in AAU track. Hamer ran 
the half-mile in 2:24 as an 8th 
grader, her last year under my 
tutelage. Neither girl has 
come close to those times since 
then. Harrison, too, was 
nationally ranked in the 660 
yard run as an age group 
athlete. 
Numerous people have in­ 
ferred that I “burned them out” 
during the time they were un­ 
der my coaching. I don’t think 
so. Perhaps the reason they ran 
well was because they had the 
proper workouts at the proper 
time and in their running styles 
they utilized movement 
mechanics which are based on 
scientific principles of physical 
laws regarding human move­ 
ment. It may be that the only 
thing burned out is the rationale 
my numerous critics seem to 
use. 
One of the underlying 
problems which athletes con­ 
front is that many athletes do 
not know good coaching from 
poor coaching because they do 
not have a frame of reference 
from which they can measure 
coaching expertise. 
Continuing my thoughts, it is 
interesting to note that with the 
spiraling growth of inter­ 
collegiate athletics for women, 
the numerous opportunities for 
girls to earn a th letic 
scholarships is a reality. 
However, scholarships will only 
be realities for those student- 
athletes who distinguish 
themselves through superior 
high school performances in 
thier chosen sport. 
Athletics should function as 
an important part of the 
educational process for the 
athletically inclined student- 
athlete, and as a vehicle for 
talented athletes to earn 
athletics grants. 
Regarding the slow and 
sometimes questionable growth 
of local interscholastic 
programs for girls, perhaps the 
Lompoc Unified School District 
would do well to evaluate local 
interscholastic programs in 
terms of upgrading some of the 
woeful programs which exist in 
the local secondary schools. 
One aren of attention would 
certainly include seeking a 
means of educating the 
coaching staffs in the crucial 
academ ic disciplines of 
physiology and kinesiology as 
related to athletics. At the risk 
of alienating a number of local 
coaches possess more than a 
quasi expertise in physiology 
and kinesiology, if that. 
Coaches cannot be at full 
fault for a lack of specific 
technical knowledge. Many 
teachers are recruited and 
labeled “coach” of a sport due 
to the fact that the expertise 
does not exist among the 
current district faculty in any 
significant numbers. However, 
this should not be a total excuse 
for some of the programs which 
seem to move one step forward 
then two back in the other 
direction. 
It can be said with authority 
that our society itself created 
this newly opened ‘‘can of 
worms” of girls’ sports through 
the denial of girls’ athletic 
programs, during bygone years. 
However, the local community 
should not permit past mistakes 
to accrue to the point that we 
continually drag our feet in­ 
stead of correcting the in­ 
adequacies which currently ex­ 
ist. 
I would encourage concerned 
parents to make their feelings 
known to school board 
members and district ad­ 
ministrators, and also to 
building principals at each 
school. Unless parents are 
vocal to the point of almost be­ 
ing obnoxious it is a distinct 
possibility that some of these 
programs will continue to 
perpetuate exercises in futility 
to the girls who struggle to be 
competitive and proud athletes. 
For too many years, while 
boys have been encouraged to 
develop their athletic prowess, 
girls have been told to act femi­ 
nine, and to avoid most sports 
and vigorous activities. With 
the emergence of girls’ 
programs and with better local 
programs, more girls will right­ 
ly want to participate in a 
heritage that should have been 
in vogue Years ago. 
As a teacher currently on a 
professional leave of absence, I 
have to feel there are avenues 
through which the district 
might provide better programs.

SAN FR ANCI SCX) - (NEA) - Since 
sports is now covered as the realm of 
high finance, let’s delve into a par­ 
ticularly luscious example of the world 
of fun and games as big money business. 
The recently publicized maneuvering^ 
to sell the San Francisco 49ers football 
team make good fun and games. 
They can be had for a startling 
purchase price of $11 million — a 
veritable steal for a stable, well-stocked 
franchise in a desirable city. Especially 
since expansion teams in the National 
Football League cost $15.6 million. 
Among the sellers was supposed to be 
Franklin Mieuli, the maverickkowners 
of the Golden State Warriors who con­ 
trols IO per cent of the 49ers (5 per cent 
actually belongs to his divorced wife). 
Franklin had taken a couple of weeks 
off to sail a new catamaran north from 
Los Angeles. After he docked in San 
Francisco Bay, a document was thrust 
toward his gray-black beard with the ad- 
monition, “ Here, sign.” For his 
signature, Franklin would collect a 
million dollars. 
In his absence, a deal had been secret­ 
ly negotiated by the other 49er owners to 
sell the team to Wayne Valley, a founder 
and former co-owner of the Oakland 
Raiders. 
But Mieuli. according to the 49ers 
partnership agreement, had a preemp­ 
tive rijpit to buy if he met the price set by 
any prospective buyer. 
“If you want to sell the 49ers,” he an­ 
nounced to his partners, “sell them to 
me.” 
That’s when the fun and games began 
in earnest. 
The 49ers were founded in 1946 by Tony 
and Vie Morabito. Their widows, 
Josephine and Jane, respectively, re­ 
main the majority owners. Jane 
Morabito owns 25 per cent, Josephine 
(now Mrs. Raymond Fox) 30 per cent. 
Why do they want to sell? 
The 49ers have had three straight los­ 
ing seasons. Their season ticket is down 
some 14,000; season home attendance 
has dropped more than 116,000 since the 
1972 peak of 852,676, which translates to a 
$1 million loss in actual revenue. Shrink­ 
ing profits making shrinking owners. 
Once before, in a similar situation, the 
49ers had almost been sold, seven years 
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ago, to the late Vince Lombardi and a 
businessman named Bud Levitas. The 
partners had all agreed, including 
Mieuli, but the deal fell through and the 
49ers went on to win-three division titles. 
At their present depressed price, 
which is $7 million less than the 
publicized figure of $18 million, the 49ers 
are one of the great bargains of modern 
sports history. 
Special codicils to the sale make the 
basement figure possible. The present 
owners would receive, besides the $11 
million, another $4 million in payments 
still being made by nine teams of the old 
American Football League to the 49ers 
(and also the New York Giants) as the 
price for merging with the NFL in 1966. 
Further indemnities might put another 
million in their pockets. 
But the buyer would only have to fork 
over $11 million. 
He would also inherit Lou Spadia, who 
is the president of the club and a 5 per 
cent partner, because Lou has a 10-year 
employment contract. 
Valley understood this and was 
agreeable. If Mieuli bought the 49ers, 
Spadia’s position would be considerably 
deflated. Spadia and Mieuli have not 
communicated since Franklin went from 
a straight arrow tv executive to free­ 
style hippy attire, a beard, Sherlock 
Holmes double-billed cap — and also 
divorced his wife. The Morabito ladies, 
whose own relations have chilled for the 
last couple of years, are reportedly not 
happy with Franklin either. 
Mieuli says he would keep Spadia but 
use him only on the business side and 
away from the football operation. To 
keep the Morabito identity with the 
49ers, Jane would also be permitted to 
buy 5 per cent. 
Why does Valley, in his 60s and in­ 
dependently wealthy, want to buy the 
49ers? 
Because it still rankles him that he lost 
control of the Raiders to Al Davis in a 
legal suit last year. The prospect of own­ 
ing a team right across the Bay from his 
old adversary is a savory one. 
This is precisely one of the reasons 
Mieuli refused to sell out to Valley. 
Franklin is emotional. He has a deep af­ 
fection for the 49ers as a San Francisco 
institution. 
“Can you see a man from San Leandro 


and Oakland taking them over?” he asks 
plaintively. “I feel I am what the 49ers 
need. I’d be better for the franchise than 
Wayne Valley.” 
Enter now the influential presence of 
Commissioner Pete Rozelle of the NFL. 
Rozelle and Mieuli are old friends. For 
whatever reason, Rozelle wants to see 
the 49ers sold to Wayne Valley, too. He 
reminded Mieuli that a new owner must 
have 51 per cent of the club himself. 
Franklin, not as eccentric as most peo­ 
ple think, can meet that stipulation, if 
only by selling the Golden State 
Warriors, of which he owns 96 per 
cent. (They’re worth $8 million in 
today’s market). 
Rozelle persuaded Mieuli to meet with 
Valley. After a two-hour session, 
Franklin emerged more fortified than 
ever he didn’t want Valley to buy the 
team. In fact, he terminated the meeting 
by saying, “Wayne Valley, you can kiss 
off,” and walked out. Then he informed 
the 49ers by the team. 
Negotiations to sell the 49ers — to 
anybody — suddenly stalled. Jane 
Morabito and 49er lawyer Marshall 
Leahy were off on a trip to the Orient and 
wouldn’t be back for a couple of weeks. 
Spadia issued a terse announcement: 
“Talks with Wayne Valley on the 
purchase of the 49ers have been ter­ 
minated.” Beyond that, he wouldn’t 
comment. 
But Mieuli reasons the 49er partners 
are geared to sell. ‘“They’re already 
counting their money,” he says. 
“Frankie Albert (the former coach who 
owns 5 per cent and could get close to a 
million) could built a lot of tennis 
courts.” Another influential behind-the- 
scenes figure, Joseph Alioto, the former 
mayor of San Francisco and a prominent 
lawyer, has been reassuring Mieuli he 
has a perfect case for buying the club. 
A source close to the 49ers has been 
quoted, “We will not sell to Franklin 
Mieuli.” 
It all depends on how truculent Mieuli 
wants to be. “If I think they’re trying to 
bleep me,” he says, “ITI fight.” 
He also salivates over that $11 million 
bargain. 


It’s another case, in sports, of money 
talking.

Herpes venereal disease emerges 


HOUSTON (U P I) - The 
herpes venereal disease is 
spreading to ever larger por­ 
tions of the 30 and under 
American population and health 
authorities say the effort to 
stop it is hampered by lack of a 
cure and no system of keeping 
Uhs on its occurrence. 
Some specialists have de­ 
scribed the genital infection as 
the second most prevalent 
venereal disease among young 
Americans and a prime suspect 
in the cause of cervical cancer. 
It has been estimated venereal 
herpes infections strike 350,000 
Americans annually. 
Only Massachusetts is known 
to be keeping track of the in­ 
cidence of herpes In Texas, 
there is no law requiring public 
health officials to report the 
disease. 
“ It is not a reportable disease 
and we have no statistics on it 
whatsoever,” said Dr. Frank 


Higgins in the Department of 
Health Resources in Austin. “ It 
has not ever been considered 
important enough to require it 
but I have the impression there 
may be an increase in it.” 
Dr. Benjamin Portnoy, a 
member of the Department of 
Infectious Diseases at the 
University of Texas Medical 
Branch, says the viral infection 
is increasing at an alarming 
rate but could not be declared 
“ epidemic” by medical crite­ 
ria. 
“ At the city venereal disease 
clinic where I work once a 
week, we certainly are seeing 
plenty of genital herpes. 
“ But since we don’t know 
what we would have seen five 
years ago, we don’t know if it is 
an increase. We don’t know if 


we are seeing a true increase or 
if we are just noticing it.” 
There are two common kinds 
of herpes viruses. Herpes 
simplex I is Ute virus that 
produces fever blisters on the 
lips. Herpes simplex 2 is the 
venereal virus which produces 
ulcers on the genitals. 
“ The virus gives you an infec­ 
tion which usually shows up as 
tiny little pin-headed-size water 
blisters. These break open as 
small erosions or ulcers in the 
skin,” Portnoy said. “ These are 
usually painful and they burn 
when water or soap gets on 
them. 
« “ There is no known treat­ 
ment for them. They do go 
away without treatment but 
they do reappear. It takes two 
or three weeks until the sores 


disappear.” 
“ It is not usually thought of 
as a classical venereal disea­ 
se,” he said. “ As the incidence 
of gonorrhea has gone up and 
more attention is paid to VD 
control, other diseases are 
becoming more noticeable.” 
Portnoy said from the public 
health standpoint, it is difficult 
to tell the difference between a 
herpes lesion or a sore from 
syphilis. 
“ It takes an expert to tell and 
a lab test to confirm the doc­ 
tor’s opinion,” he said. 
Even after herpes simplex 2 
is confirm ed, doctors are 
powerless because for virtually 
all viruses there is no medicine. 
Normal body defenses must be 
relied upon to fight the infec­ 
tion. 
She dresses the handicapped

SAN DIEGO (U PI) - Hand­ 
icapped people can be as well 
dressed as anyone, Mrs, Alma 
Parker believes, and she 
devotes much of her time to 
designing and sewing special 
clothing for them. 
“ I want to help them feel 
good, instead of depressed,” 
she declares. 
Mrs. Parker is confined to a 
wheelchair. “ But I ’m thankful 
for the wheelchair—just think 
how restricted I ’d be without 
one.” 
She plans clothing for hand­ 
icapped friends who need 
special fasteners, special pock­ 
ets and pouches and designs 
which allow them to be self- 
sufficient. All of her work is 
custom because as she ex­ 
plains, “ there are no patterns 
for the kinds of things I make.” 
Too many of the handicapped 
remain poorly dressed, accord-

ing to Mrs. Parker, because it 
is so difficult for them to get 
proper clothing. “ I want to help 
them,” she explains, “ so they 
will feel good instead of depres­ 
sed.” 
Mrs. Parker has a bone- 
brittling disease, osteogenesis 
impefecta, but still maintains a 
household, teaches sewing to 
handicapped children, and par­ 
ticipates in a wheelchair square 
dance group. 
She w ell remembers the 
depression caused by ill-fitting 
clothing. “ When I was a child, I 
was so undersized," she 
recalls, “ that I couldn’t wear 
any ready-made clothing. I used 
to wear funny-looking clothes to 
school, and always looked like a 
sack of potatoes.” 
Now she is trying to do for 
others what she wishes “ some­ 
one would have done for me 
when I was a child.” 
Though she has sewn for 
relatives since she was 9 years 
old, Mrs. Parker said she really 
wasn't doing much sewing until 
recently when “ I was almost 
pushed into* it by friends who 
told of their problems with 
clothing.” 
One friend could only “ skinny 
dip” at night in the family pool 
because she could not put on a 
bathing suit. M rs. Parker 
designed a suit split in half and 
snapped together so the hand­ 
icapped woman can put it on 
while sitUng down. 
Other friends had difficulty 
with buckles and zippers, so 
Mrs. Parker has redesigned 
many items to use snaps and a 
special cloth fastener called 
Velcro. 
At the Schweitzer Elemen­ 
tary School where she teaches 
sewing to children, Mrs. Parker 
teaches them how to make 
pants, shirts and blouses. She 
wants them to learn early how 
to be well dressed Children 
who wear cumbersome braces 
rarely can use ready-made 
clothing because the sizes don’t 
allow for the bulk of the braces. 
“ People confined to wheel­ 
chairs have great difficulty 
with pockets,” she explains, 
because the pockets on regular 
clothing aren’t in the right 
places, or things fall out of 
them too easily. She puts 
pockets on pant legs and equips 
them with a zipper. “ One man 
who kept losing wallets,” she 
explained triu m p h an tly, 
“ hasn’t lost one since I put a 
pocket with an hidden zipper 
below his knee.” 
Other challenges she has suc­ 
cessfully overcome are extra 
large loops placed strategically 
on clothing to allow the spastic 
and those with short limbs to 
dress themselves. She is con­ 
cerned that the clothing she 
designs look as near normal as 
possible. " I don’t want 
everyth in g to look lik e 
pajamas,” she says. 
Most handicapped persons 
live on low incomes, according 
to Mrs. Parker, and she helps 
them by trading her labor for 
something they can do. “ One 
person does our lawn in ex­ 
change few a shirt,” she ex­ 
plained. She makes a pair of 
pants for about 14 worth of 
material, and shirts for 91.25 to 
$1.50 of material. 
She is more aware of the 


problems of clothing than most 
people — her husband Bob is a 
post-polio paraplegic, and six- 
year-old daughter Marjean has 
the same disease as her 
mother. 
“ My goal is to be able to 
reach out to all handicapped 
p e o p le ,” 
she 
pro ud ly 
proclaims, “ I like to draw pat­ 
terns and design things. I feel I 
can do something nobody else 
can.”

Polly’s Pointers 


How to propagate 
your poinsettia 


By Polly Cramer 


P o lly's Problem 
DEAR POLLY — The leaves on my poinsettias plant 
have turned yellow and are falling off. Could you please 
share any thoughts on the care of these plants? 
--MRS.C.G. 
DEAR MRS.C.G. - Often such plants that are in 
bloom during Christm as and have been accustom ed to 
greenhouse conditions sta rt to deteriorate rather quick­ 
ly under house conditions. Some say that when the 
leaves start to turn yellow, gradually stop watering the 
plant until it is dry. Then store, without watering, in a 
place where the tem perature is about 60 degrees When 
the danger of frost is past, cut plant down to about six in­ 
ches, repot in new soil and put outdoors in a sunny spot. 
Bring inside again in the early fall, and keep in a sunny 
spot with tem perature about 65 degrees. Sharp chances 
in tem perature can cause such leaves to fall. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — Linda could use an eye dropper for adding 
food coloring to anything she wishes to color She will get just 
a drop or two at a time. The dropper can be rinsed out and then 
kept in the box with the bottles of coloring. I have been doing 
this for years and hope she likes it. —HAZEL 
DEAR POLLY — After struggling to remove labels from 
plastic bowl lids and meanwhile scratching the lids I 
remembered about ice cubes removing chewing gum. So I put 
my lids in the freezer for about fifteen minutes or so Then the 
labels peeled right off. I do not know why manufacturers do 
not include such hints on the labels that have that sort of 
adhesive -THELMA 
DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is that the expiration dates 
on food coupons are so tiny they cannot be read without a 
super magnifying glass.

Hinshaw, free while his ver­ 
dict is appealed, finished a dis­ 
tant fourth in a nine-way 
scramble for the seat he held 
for two terms. 
With 36 per cent of the 
precincts counted, former As­ 
semblyman and presidential 
candidate John Schmitz led As­ 
semblyman Robert Badham by 
a 13,418 to 13,044 vote margin. 
Physician Thomas Mauro was 
in third place with 7,116 votes. 
Nominations for all 43 con- 
S 
essional seats were at stake, 
irteen Republican and 18 
Democratic incumbents were 
not challenged for the nomina­ 
tion, however. 
Currently, there are 28 
Democratic and 15 Republican 
members of Congress from 
California. 
In Santa Clara and San Mateo 
counties, David Harris, who 
spent nearly two years in 
federal prisons for refusing to 
be drafted during the Vietnam 
War, won the Democratic 
nomination to challenge Repub­ 
lican Paul McCloskey in the 
Nov. 2 general election. 
Harris, former husband of 
singer Joan Baez, captured 
32,OK votes to beat tax accoun­ 
tant Norman Shaskey, who 


received 21,698 votes with all 
the precincts tallied. 
Democratic state Sen. Antho­ 
ny C. Beilenson easily won the 
nomination over a crowded 
field in the 23rd district that in­ 
cludes West Los Angeles and 
Beverly Hills. The seat was 
without an incumbent because 
Democratic Rep. Thomas Rees 
announced his retirement. 
With nearly all ballots tabula­ 
ted, Beilenson held a better 
than 2-to-l margin over Wallace 
Albertson, wife of Jack Alber- 
ston, co-star of television’s 
“Chico and the Man.’’ 
Democrats Patti Lear Gor­ 
man and her estranged hus­ 
band. Rep. James L. Corman, 
both won nomination in adjoin­ 
ing congressional districts in 
the Los Angeles area. 
Mrs. Corman, who sued her 
husband for divorce, charging 
that he opposed her entry into 
politics, defeated James H. 
Gilmartin and Charles Lindsay. 
Her husband was unopposed. 
She may face a tougher time 
than he in the general election, 
however. Mrs. Corman will 
face Republican Rep. Barry 
Coldwater Jr., a formidable 
political foe. Corman, mean­ 
time, has been easily reelected 
since taking office in 1960.

Santa Barbara County faces 
the threat of a lawsuit if it imple­ 
ments the closure of the acute 
inpatient unit at Santa Maria 
Hospital, the Board of Super­ 
visors was informed Monday. 
County Supervisor Harrell 
Fletcher said he had learned 
that at least two lawyers in the 
Santa Maria area were con­ 
templating such action if the 
county brought about the 
closure and didn’t adhere to 
certain state conditions. 


Breakthrough 
told in wage 
negotiations 


A breakthrough in the coun­ 
ty’s negotiations with six 
employe organizations over 
wages and benefits for 1976-77 
fiscal year was announced this 
week, when it was learned a 
three per cent wage boost offer 
has been accepted by some 
groups, w ith others s till 
negotiating. 
Tentative agreement was 
reached for a three per cent pay 
raise for the AFLrCIO Social 
Services Union Local 535 
negotiators over the weekend, 
with membership to meet 
tonight in Santa Barbara at a 
ratification session, said Janet 
Bandy, field representative of 
the union. Some 500 employes 
are affected. 
County government attorneys 
and other employes are also be­ 
ing offered three per erat, plus 
other benefits including vaca­ 
tion time for holidays, it was 
announced. One group of county 
attorneys still holding out, 
though, involves those with the 
county counsel’s office. 
The offer excludes elected of­ 
ficials, it was announced. 
Ms. Bandy said her union 
came to its tentative agree­ 
ment over the weekend after a 
marathon 30-hour session. 
It was announced that county 
firem en, county deputy 
sheriffs, the County Employes 
Assn. and a small Service 
Employes International Union 
chapter were still to reach 
agreement. 


The supervisors voted to con­ 
tinue for one week action on the 
recommendation of Ad: 
ministrative Officer Raymond 
D. Johnson to close the unit on 
Sept. I. 
“ We’re talking of savings of 
over $250,000” through such a 
closure, remarked Board 
chairman Frank J. Frost. He 
said he “ would like to get it to 
staff” as suggested by Johnson 
who advised the board 
“ instruct all affected depart­ 
ments to carry out necessary 
procedures for a smooth tran­ 
sition.” 


But the board decided to con­ 
tinue the matter until June 14 
on a motion by Fletcher. Hie 
Santa Maria supervisor said he 
wanted to allow time to notify 
State health authorities so that 
they could present state condi­ 
tions for closure. Also, he ad­ 
ded, he had assured opponents 
there would likely be no action 
on Monday. 


The necessity of getting a let­ 
ter from Marian Hospital 
stating their willingness to 
provide service was also 
emphasized. 


Dr. Lawrence Hart, Health 
Care Services director, pointed 
out the state required certain 
guarantees of service with such 
a closure, and the County 
Medical Society did likewise. 


*‘We would have to provide 
the same level of service if we 
close out," remarked Fletcher. 


Johnson said that findings 
showed that with the closure 
acute inpatients would receive 
“ equal or better care in other 
hospitals,” that the recom­ 
mended action would not have a 
detrimental impact on health 


care needs for indigents in the 
North county; that average 
acute inpatient census of seven 
at Santa Maria Hospital is 
medically and fiscally unsound 
to continue operation of the un­ 
it; that there appears to be 
“ more than sufficient space” in 
Santa Maria private hospitals 
to accommodate Santa Maria 
patients; that Marian Hospital 
“ will accept all patients in need 
of care,” and that County 
Medical Society has stated that 
physicians in the community 
would accept responsibility for 
patients at the private hospitals 
in Santa Maria.

Washington Merry-go-round by Jack Anderson 
The great phone hang-up 


WASHINGTON - An epic battle over 
telephone equipment is raging in the 
backrooms of Congress. The brouhaha 
has brought the telephone industry’s top 
brass, led by American Telephone and 
Telegraph chairman John deButts, to 
Capitol Hill for some stormy meetings. 
At stake is the right of householders to 
buy 
th e ir 
own 
telephone 
equipment 
instead of paying the 
phone companies. The 
Federal Communica­ 
tions Commission con­ 
tends that the freedom 
to purchase would of­ 
fer telephone users a 
better deal. But the 
companies warn that 
they would have to 
raise rates to make up 
for the revenue loss. 
The arguments are 
complicated, with legal and engineering 
entanglements. But it all boils down to 
the question of whether a telephone 
monopoly or increased competition will 
provide the customers with better ser­ 
vice. 
Senators who have been caught up in 
the controversy say it should be one of 
the most important debates in congres­ 
sional history. Here are the behind-the- 
scenes details: 
The FCC has issued a series of com­ 
plex rulings, which has had the effect of 
eroding the telephone companies’ 
natural monopoly. The Bell System 
quietly looked around for someone to 
sponsor legislation that would nullify the 
FCC rulings. 
Bell bigwigs sounded out Senate Com­ 
merce Chairman Warren Magnuaon, D - 
Wash., and Senate Communications 
chairman John Pastore, D.-R.I. These 
two key senators finally consented to 
meet several of the telephone industry’s 
moat high-powered executives, with 
deButts in command. 
Pastore can be as feisty as one of his 
state’s red roosters. In sizzling language, 
he told the telephone executives that he 
didn’t want their legislation in his sub­ 
committee. It was “ the wrong time and 
the wrong place,” he snapped. 
Undeterred, the deButts group finally 
persuaded amiable Sen. Vance Hartke, 
D.-Ind., to sponsor the telephone bill. On 
the House side, Rep. Tern Roncalio, D - 
Wyo., agreed to introduce it. 
Once the bill was in the legislative 
works, the Bell System began a massive 
lobbying campaign. For the first time in 
its history, AT&T asked all three million 
of its stockholders to write their congres­ 
smen, urging them to vote for the 
legislation. 
Phone company executives were also 
summoned in from all corners of the 
country to pay personal calls on their 
senators and congressmen. 
We spoke to several AT&T executives 
who argued that their customers will 


lose if competition is forced on the in­ 
dustry. They said the Bell System loses 
money on every private home phone line 
but subsidizes the home service by offer­ 
ing specialized equipment. If com­ 
petitors are permitted to sell this equip­ 
ment, said the phone men, then the rates 
will go up. 
But the FCC claims competition can 
only improve the telephone system,citing 
a New York State study which shows the 
phone companies would not lose money 
from competition. 
SHELTON’S NEW HOME: Turner 
Shelton, the discredited former Ambas­ 
sador to Nicaragua, has finally found a 
home. 
It’s a luxurious old villa, complete with 
gardens and a swimming pool, in roman­ 
tic Casablanca. The villa is the official 
residence of the U.S. consul general, a 
post Shelton will assume next month 
over loud congressional objections. 
He has always seemed to pay more at­ 
tention to the residence he will occupy 
than to the post he will fill. Indeed, State 
Department sources say his requests for 
assignments are based upon the housing 
that goes with them. 
In Nicaragua, Shelton lived in an enor­ 
mous mansion, which sat high on a 
hilltop overlooking the capital city of 
M anagua. The State Departm ent 
regarded the place, with its huge 
verandas and 20 sunroom s, as a 
mausoleum.

The State Department wanted to get 
rid of it, but it appealed to Shelton. He 
demanded that it be fixed up, however, 
before he moved in. So he holed up in a 
Managua hotel while workmen glassed in 
the verandas, sealed the windows and 
air-conditioned the building. 
Shelton was called home from 
Nicaragua after we wrote a series of 
columns, reporting on his incompetence. 
He immediately tried to wangle a new 
appointment as Ambassador to the 
Bahamas. The ambassadorial residence, 
it turned out, is one of the most beautiful 
estates in the country, situated on many 
rolling acres overlooking the sea. 
But both the Senate and the Bahama- 
nian government put the kibosh on this 
appointment. Shelton next tried to 
wangle an appointment as consul general 
to Bermuda. The residence he would 
have occupied as a virtual island palace, 
complete with enormous guest quarters. 
But again the appointment was blocked. 
Now it looks as if Shelton is going to 
make it to Casablanca. But first, he 
visited the State Department’s Office of 
Foreign Buildings, where top officials 
spread out photographs and floor plans of 
the villa he would inherit. 
Footnote: Shelton denied to us that he 
selects his posts because of the accom­ 
m o d ation s. H is review of the 
photographs at the Foreign Building of­ 
fice, he said, was merely a “ routine 
meeting.” 


Senator Kennedy has written most 
provocatively to a number of new­ 
spapers challenging an analysis of his 
report to the Joint Economic Committee 
published in this space. His reply is given 
in several seductive paragraphs, ami 
ends with a paternal suggestion. The 
“ The next time Mr. Buckley feels the 
urge to shoot from the 
hip on economic issues 
and tax reform, I hope 
he’ll lie down until it 
passes, or at least 
check with a responsi­ 
ble economist.” 
Now Senator Ken­ 
nedy had written that 
the notion of the 
“ mushrooming 
Federal Government” 
was a “ myth.” He 
h an d les 
my 
demonstration to the 
contrary by holding it up as an example 
of “ how to distort a set of figures.” “ The 
big jump in the ratio of federal spending 
to GNP came between 1961 and 1952, dur­ 
ing the Korean War, when it climbed 
from IS per cent to 20 per cent. In 1953 
the ratio moved up a notch to 21 per cent. 
Then it settled back, and for the next 
twenty years it hovered around 20 per 
cent. So much for Mr. Buckley’s progres­ 
sion.” 
Now look. The following figures, taken 
from the official documents, are un­ 
disputed. In 1951, federal spending was 
14 per cent of GNP. In 1956 it was 17 per 
cent. In 1966 it was 19 per cent. In 1976 it 
was 23 per cent. 


Senator Kennedy says: Ah, but the 
Korean War was in progress in 1952 caus­ 
ing that rapid rise. In the intermediate 20 
odd years, “ it hovered around 20 per 
cent.” 


Is Mr. Kennedy asking us to regard as 
abnormal (14 per cent in 1951) a year in 
which there is a Democratic President 
— and a war? Or — at the other end — Js 
he asking us to consider as abnormal (23 
per cent in 1975) a situation in which 
there is a Democratic Congress — and a 
depression? These would appear to be 


the planted axioms of his analysis. 
Because the historical fact is that a) we 
have risen from 13 per cent to 23 per 
cent, and that b) the apparent stability of 
the intervening years was directly the 
result of a decrease in the percentage of 
the GNP spent on defense. 


Between 1952 and 1972 — the critical 20 
years — defense spending dropped from 
14.3 to 7.2, while federal domestic 
spending soared from 3.9 to 12 per cent. 
Federal non-defense spending has been 
increasing at an accelerating rate — 8.9 
per cent per year from 1960 to 1965; 12 
per cent from 1965 to 1970; 14.7 per cent 
from 1970 to 1973 ; and 21.9 per cent from 
1973 through the third quarter of 1975. 
Here is another factor on which 
Senator Kennedy does not touch. 
Between 1951 and 1972, in constant 
dollars, the average American increased 
his earnings by about 95 per cent. But the 
population increase was only about 38 
per cent. Accordingly, one notes that the 
federal government, though apparently 


taking the same bite out of the citizen’s 
taxes, was actually increasing its take at 
about three times the rate of population 
growth. If, given constant dollars and a 
constant tax ratio, you earn two thou­ 
sand dollars a year and the government 
taxes you twenty per cent, and twenty 
years later you earn four thousand 
dollars and the government taxes you 
twenty per cent, what is the relevant 
figure to the taxpayer? That the govern­ 
ment is still taxing you twenty per cent? 
Or that whereas it used to take four 
hundred dollars from you, it now takes 
eight hundred dollars? 


Moreover, none of this takes in ac­ 
count spending by non -federal 
governments; total spending at all levels 
hovered around 33 per cent of national in­ 
come from 1956 to 1965, but has since 
risen steadily to about 40 per cent. Those 
casual one percentage point rises in the 
tax rate, which Senator Kennedy treats 
like a couple of raisins more or less in 
the grocery box, are about 16 billion 
dollars each. 


As for checking my figures with a 
responsible economist, well, I did so. 
And if Senator Kennedy thinks him in­ 
competent, why did he vote to confirm 
him as Secretary of the Treasury? 
Though, as a matter of fact, the figures 
are not all that inscrutable, and I’d have 
had little trouble ferreting them out 
myself, having earned a degree, however 
long ago, in economics, passing all my 
examinations in the subject, without any 
aid from the public, or even the private 
sector.

UPI based its deci­ 
sion to transmit on the widespread in­ 
terest in the revelations of her associa­ 
tion with Rep. Wayne Harris of Ohio. 
According to Stevenson, only two U.S. 
metropolitan newspapers used the photo 
— the New York Post and the San Fran­ 
cisco Chronicle. Newsweek used another 
Playboy picture of Miss Ray with one 
breast fully uncovered, the other partly 
so. 
Numerous U.S. newspapers carefully 
cropped the picture, usually in the 
vicinity of the “ crest of the breasts,” ac­ 
cording to the UPI check. 
One East Coast daily newspaper 
reduced it to a headshot. A San Fran­ 
cisco television station put its artist to 
work, covering the breasts with a black 
bra. 
Few editors voiced objection to UPI 
transmitting the picture. 
“ The guys around the newsroom 
seemed to enjoy it,” was the comment of 
one managing editor. 
A few nights later, when the Royal 
Danish Ballet presented several nude 
scenes at the Metropolitan Opera House, 
UPI transmitted several discreet profile 
shots and one showing posteriors. 
They were more widely printed than 
the picture of Miss Ray although several 
newspapers apparently darkened the 
stage shadows a bit. 
No, U.S. newspapers apparently aren’t 
ready for nude photos. They can be left 
to the “ alternate” newspapers.

Instruments are amplified or reduced, 
added or subtracted, instruments and 
voices are mixed and matched or cut out 
altogether. Everyone wears headphones 
so they know what is going on at tile mo­ 
ment. After a section is taped in the 
sealed off performing studio, it is play­ 
ed back and criticized by the artist, 
engineer and anyone else that happens to 
be there. Friends who were in charge of 
the advertising, distribution, art work, 
etc. wandered in and out, watching and 
listening to a record being born. It is a 
long and exhausting business and when 
the one giving birth is my child, it is a bit 
awesome for me.
